High and low, rich and 
poor alike, derive their incomes from oranges. 
Whether it be for good or evil, the pepula- 
tion are certainly not ‘divorced from the 
soil” in the Azores, for while the great 
proprietor has his thousand or fifteen hun- 
dred stems, the peasant rejoices in the 
‘orange tints that gild the greenest bough” 
upon his own dozen or half-dozen trees, 
During the years when the orange-trees. are 
yielding no fruit, maize or beans are grown 
between their ranks, but seldom afterwards, 
unless the owner be very poor, jor very 
greedy. The islander devote 
time, thought, and energies to the cultiva- 
tion of the orange, and watch over the trees 
with great care and anxiety, to preserve them 
from the violence of the elements, or the rav- 
ages of that destructive insect, the coccus. 
The crop is generally bought by the merchant 
before it has reached maturity, and there are 
professional valuers who have attained great 
precision in calculating the produce of each 
tree. 


{the weather or the insects may play sad 
havoc with the quinta, and cause heavy loss 


to the purchaser. The well-known Saint 


Michael oranges, so much esteemed in Eng- 
land, come from the largest of the Azores, 


which, upon an area of two hundred and | 


twenty-nine miles, yields annually oranges 


to the vaiue of about ninety thousand pounds, | 
and to the number of nearly three hundred | 


millions. A seventh of this quantity is 
usually consumed by the inhabitants; the 
rest is exportéd. 


Economy mm Socrar Exprnsus. — The 
movement of the ladies in behalf of economy 
of expenditure, is especially important in 
view of the fact that in this country the wo- 
men determine the scale of living. It is one 
| of the peculiarities of American social life. 
Why, we need not discuss here, but the wo- 
men have an overruling influence on society. 
In all classes, itis the wife or daughter who 
determines the style of the home and the gen- 
eral rate of expenditure, The men are suffi- 
ciently extravagant,and waste money enough,

Our Army Correspondence. 


BERMUDA HUNDRED, VA., 
July 4, 1864. 

Mr, Epiror,—The purple tide of war 
still rolls over the soil of Virginia. The 
roar of artillery and the crash of mas- 
ketry mark the hours and minutes on the 
disk of battle. Severe and terrible fight- 
ing sound out the notes of unremitting 
war. And oh! the bravery, toil, suffer- 
ing and perseverence of Our noble army 
batiles words to describe. Its more than 
mortal heroic devotion—its more than 
human endurance can never be written in 
volume, or pencilled on canyas. Its days 
of marching in dust and heat, in hunger 
and thirst—its nights of watching on post 
and picket—its fierce and sfrong assaults 
—its steady and unyielding front before 
death, find no parallel in all the world’s 
history. “With war in each breast, 
freedom on each brow, ovr noble soldiers 
scorn to bow.” I could write pages of 


the hardships, the losses and sufferings of 
the different corps now in the region of 
Richmond. TI will briefly speak of the 
18th corps, under Gen, Smith, that has 
done so much of the fighting for the last 
month, The 18th first eame here under 
Gen. Butler, and, with the 10th corps, 
took and held this region, almost captur- 
ing Fort Darling and Petersburg. For 
some weeks it held the enemy under 
Beauregard in check, and more than 
onee repulsed his command, Then it 
was transferred to the army of the Poto- 
mac, and at the White House, and in 
front of Richmond, took part in the hard 
struggles there so desperately contested. 
The 18th was the first to 
James, and with forced marches for sixty 
miles, threw itself against the defences of 
Petersburg, which it came within a 
thread of capturing, penetrating to the 
second line of defences, and taking with 
the bayonet five redoubts. It failed only 
by the necessity of aid, which, by the 
non-arrival of the second corps, could not 
be had. ‘This remained for some 
days in the trenches, continually fighting 
and forcing the enemy back inch by inch, 
till it was relieved by the 6th and 2d corps. 
After this it was ordered back to its old 
quarters at the Point of Rocks; it here 
rested but a few days,.when it again ad- 
vanced on Petersburg and did some 
splendid fighting, as its thinned ranks 
attested; it was ‘Once more moved back 
across the Appomatox to hold in check 
the enemy that had moved down betweén 
this river and the James; here it was but 
a few days, when, six days ago, it again 
moved on Petersburg, and now while I 
am writing, with the glass at 110 in the 
shade, this true and daring corps lie in a 
ditch one mile long, that runs in front of 
Petersburg. It gained this position by a 
cautious move in the night, The ditch 
was once filled with water, but is now 
dry; it, is within three hundred feet of 
Petersburg. The soldiers are protected 
from certain death by remaining in @ half 
recumbent position; for the instant a 
head is raised, fifty rebel sharpshooters 
take deadly aim; if even a hand is raised 
it is sure to be pierced by the enemy, 
occupying the tops of surrounding trees, 
When this corps w2s mustered the last 
day of June, it was done upon a bread 
box, the soldiers crawling upon their 
hands and knees up to sign the roll. If

When I 
came here I had my quarters on board of 
asteamer,that two yearr ago could have 
been bought for $10,000. She earned her

But every improver of tools had a long 
} and difficult battle to fight; ‘for any im- 
| proyement in their effective power was 
sure to touch the interest of some estab- 
jlished eraft. Especially was this’ the 
case with machines, which are but tools 
of a more complete though complicated 
| kind than those above described. 

Take, for instance, the casé of the Saw. 
The tedious drudgery of dividing timber 
| by the old-fashioned hand-saw is well 
|known. To aveid it, ingenious 
| person suggested that a number of saws 
{should be fixed to a frame in a mill, so 
|eontrived as to work with a Mciprocating 
| motion, upwards and downwards, or 
| backwards and forwards, and that this 
iframe so mounted should be yoked to 
| the mill-wheel, and the saws driven by 
| the power of wind or water. The plan 
| was tried, and, as may readily be imag- 


s0me 


jined, the amount of effective work done 
by this machine-saw was immense, com- 
pared with the tedious process of sawing 
by hand. 

It will be observed, however, that the 
new method must have seriously inter- 
fered with the labor of the hand-sawyers, 
and it was but natural that they should 
regard the establishment of the saw-mills 
With suspicion and hostility. Hence a 
long period elapsed before the hand-saw- 
yers would permit the new machinery to 
be set up and worked. The first saw- 
/mill in England was erected by a Dutch- 
| man, London, 1663, but was 
shortly abandoned im consequence of the 
|determined hostility of the workmen. 
|More than a century passed before a 
jsecond saw-mill was set up; when in 
|1767, Mr. John Houghton, a London 
timber-merchant, by the desire and with 
the approbation of the Society of Arts, 
'erected one at Limehouse, te be driyen 
| by wind. The work was directed by one 
| James Stansfield, who had gone over to 
Holland for the purpose of learning the 
art of constructing and managing the 
sawing machinery.

PRICES AND INVESTMENTS. 


Financiers of the copperhead persuasion are 
unreliable as politicians of that school—both 
aiming at the same goal by different roads. 
The one wishes to weaken the government 
by crippling our armies, the other by depre- 
ciating our funds. The favorite text of the 
disloyal financiers just now is, prices and 
the currency. ** Prices,’’ they say, ‘are not 
really high; it iethe currency which is low. 
For a gold dollar you can to-day buy as 
much as you ever could.'’ They regard 
go:d asthe one fixed thing around which 
everything else revolves. ‘The truth is that 
gold, like everything else, fluctuates in ac- 
cordance with the law of demand and sup- 
ply. 

Prices are high. Every man who has 
anything to buy or sell, no matter whether 
it be food or clothing, knows this and acts 
accordingly. ‘That these high prices are 
caused in part by the increase in the amonnt 
ofthe currency is true. But this is only one 
cause out of many. No-matter what the 
medium of making exchanges, prices in 
times of war must always be high. 
that for the simple reason that the demand 
for every product of labor is increased, while 
the supply is diminished. War draws the 
farmer from the plough, and the mechanic 
from his tools. It also -changes the direction 
of labor. The shipwright, who formerly 
built clippera for commerce, now buiids 
Monitors and Ironsides for war. War is 
also, of necessity, wusteful. An army of a 
million of men must of necessity consume 
more than the same million would at home 
War prices are therefore high prices by a 
law justas inevitable as the attraction of 
gravitation. 

War prices always have been, and always 
must be high prices. If every dollar of 
paper currency were destroyed to-morrow, 
and only specie used in payments, prices 
would be high. A redundant currency in- 
creases this evil, but does not create it. The 
probability is that the currency of the country 
has now reached its highest point, 

To the general advance in prices there is 
but one marked exception, and that is the 
bonds of the government. They are cheap 
now for the simple reason that the exigencies 
of the war have made them abundant. When 
the war ends they muat be dear, because the 
supply will be cut off. The man who in- 
vests his capital in them now must make a 
good investment, because they pay a fair in- 
terest, and are more secure than anything 
else can be. ‘The man who hee a 
hundred dollars in government bonds has 
really a mortgage to that amount upon ev- 
ery acre of land, every mile of railway, every 
ship, every house, every article of property, 
real or personal, in the land. He has, 
moreover, no trouble to collect the interest; 
government does that for him. 


Jt isa great ¢rror to suppose that great 
capitalists alone haveen interest in owning 
government stock. Every man who has any 
surplus, however small, should own it, if he 
owns none he ia a debtor to those who do, 
and his property, in every shspe, is mort- 
gaged for that debt. Ifhe owns this stock 
he is so far « creditor, and holds a mortgage 
upon every other man’s property. In the 
long run these mortgages will cancel each 
other, and our national debt, so far as it is 
held by ourselves, will be paid off from the 
accumulations of past and future years, 
But the man to whom the nation owes noth- 
ing will have to pay his share of the interest 
and recieve nothing; while.the man who is 4 
creditor of the nation receives interest as well 
ae pays it. 

Government stocks at peesent prices, or 
*t prices which are at all likely to preveil 
during the war, are in every way the best 
investments possible. Every man who 
wishes to avoid the evils inseparable from 
high prices should invest s postion of his 
surplus earnings or capital in government 
bonds,

Gentlemen not in Commission, qualified by 
character ahd expetience to command Com- 
panies, will be authorized to raise new Com- 
panies upon application to these Head-quar- 
tera, 

These troops are to be employed in garrison 
duty, and must be raised without unneces- 
sary delay, The troops can be forwarded by 
companies to report at Washington,

An excellent provision has been secured 
by Postmaster General Blair, in the new 
postal law, by which a discount of five 
per cent, is hereafter to be made upon all 
sales of Postage Stamps, in amounts of 
$100, and upon stamped envelopes, when 
sold by the box of five hundred. By 
this arrangement, book and apothecary 
stores can afford to keep stamps for sale, 
adding much to the publie convenience, 
while the extremely low price to which 
this will reduce the government envelopes,

The stamped envelopes furnished hy

the enemy. Atlanta is the focus of four 
railroads that radiate to principal points 
in the Confederacy. It has been the 
great military depot of rebeldom, and it 
was there that the naval supplies were 
stored. There is an armory at Atlanta, 
achemical laboratory, and a sword fac- 
tory. Shells, solid shot, siege guns, field 
pieces and mountain howitzers, are cast 
there, Percussion caps, cavalry saddles, 
artillery harness, gun carriages, ambu- 
lances, army wagons, tents, and all the 
shoes and clothing for the Western rebel 
Department, were made at Atlanta. 
Large quantities of meat were packed 
there for the rebel army. It may well 
be termed the moat flourishing city of the 
South.

Altona is a 
large town, and owes its importance for 
the moat part, to its being a railroad cen- 
tre. The railfoad buildings here are 
jquite large and substantial, and are said 
jto be the best arranged in the country. 

| After leaving Altona we began to cross 
the Alleghany mountains, the railroad 
running through cuts at least fifty feet 
at other times along the mountain,

| When we reached the foot of the All 
imhanies, the track which was cut into the 
mountain, formed a steep incline, and 
jits urved around the mountain, 
land in one pl ice the curve was so short 
that it formed a complete horse-shoe, and 
the train being unusually long, you conld 
see any one car from any pomt of the 
train. It required extra engines to pull 
ts tp, if Was so steep in some places, 

The sight which saw here 
beautiful beyond deseription. Within 
this circle, or horse-shoe, which I hav 
spoken about, was a deep valley, the 
mountain rising perpendicularly to the 
height of one or two hundred feet. At 
the bottom of the valley was a small eul 
tivated spot, with a small log cabin int 
centre. It would almost make you shud- 
der to look either up or down ‘from the 
cars, the rocks above hanging hich, tower- 
ing above the track, and below for a hun- 
dred feet, a ragged bed of rocks. Here 
nature is seen in all her beauty. Under 
the highest peak there is a tunnel, about 
one mile and a half long. We passed 
through it, and it is the darkest place I 
i wWas ever in, 

The mountains are coyered with a dense 
forest, here and there dotted by the cabin 
of the settler, with a little clearing round 
it, for cabbages, potatoes, &c., but they 
were few and fur between. We saw a 
number of coal mines near the settlements, 
The entrance them looked small, 
scarcely large enough to be entered by a 
man. The coal is runout of them in 
small boxes or cars, upon a track eleyated 
so that it can be run to the railroad and 
dumped intg the ears to save loading it. 
| On the other side of the mountains ‘the 
ifirst place we came to was Johnson. The 
principal business appeared to be mould- 
ing. Once I saw some miners standing 
tlong the track, as we passed by, with 
their lamps upon their hats, and their 
(tools in their hands. It was then about 
five and a half o'clock, and we arrived in 
Pittsburgh at nine and a half, and as we_ 
came in sight of the city we could see th 
furnaces blazing in all directions, wi 
cloud of smoke hanging over it. 
jWaiting in the city awhile, we stacked 
arms and marched to the refreshment sa- 
loon, and had supper at just 12 .o0’clock. 
| It consisted of hot cotlee, bread and but- 
ter, cold beef, pickles, crackers, tomatoes, 
and apples; and they had fed about four 
thousand men before us, during the day. 
After supper, we lay down on the pave- 
ments in the streets, and on the brick 
sidewalks, and slept yntil 5 o’clock, when 
we were called up and marched to the de- 
pot and took the ears for Sandusky, Ohio, 
and finally left, after sitting in the cars 
until 8 o’clock. 

About noon we passed the line into the 
state of Ohio and came to a place called 

Wellsville, where we stopped a few min-

clock the train suddenly stopped with 
ajerk. We all piled out to see what was 
the matter, and we found that the forward 
portion of the train had ran from the track,

think of my escape. In about an hour 
we were on the track again and moving 
towards Alliance, the next town on the 
road.

I got out of the car and 
spread my blanket on the ground and 
islept until morning, when IL arose and 
lmude some coffee, and made my break- 
fast from pork and hard tack. We went 
to the Island about three o’clock, after 
picking up the stragglers, where we 
pitched our tents and lay down our 
weary to rest, Here we expected 
rye out our time, and were well sat- 
isfied with the place, but on the following 
night, at dress parade, we received orders 
to be in readiness to march in the morn- 
ing.

as Assistant in the High School, and Miss

correspondent may be an interested party 
and desirous for his own sake that the 
schools should bear a good reputation, 
and, therefore, what he might say, would 
be taken with some grains of allowance 
by men of a “different persuasion.” But 
when we do not hear of any fault finding, 
I think we may conclude that the modus 
operandi of the schools is satisfactory at 
least. Let people first visit the school 
before criticising the teacher. I know 
the general idea seems to be that the 
School Committee are employed for the 
express purpose of looking after the 
schools, and that being their business, 
parents have no duty to perform. But 
scholars require all sorts of encourage- 
ment, Parents can give them a stimulus, 
encouragement, above what is in the 
power of any other persons. The stat- 
ute law makes it the duty of the. schools. 
But the “Higher Law,” resulting from 
the sacred relation of parent and child, 
imposes duties and obligations far above 
any human enactments, And the proper 
education of the child is one of the re- 
sponsibilities from which the parent can- 
not release himself. 1t is his duty, there- 
fore, to see just what influences are 
brought to bear on the education of his 
chiid, He has no right to turn him loose, 
as he would a young colt, and say to him, 
“shift for yourself.” Even if he puts 
him to pasture in the schoo! house, it is 
the dictate of prudence that he should 
look after him there, as much at least as 
he would his horse that he had turned 
out for the season. He would naturally 
inquire whether he had water, whether 
in a dry time he had sufficient “rass, and
